left it.” 
He pointed out th at when a reso rt 
enjoys a boom year, expansion 
fol­ 
lows, and constant publicity is needed 
in order to a ttrac t th e additional busi­ 
ness to fill the expanded town. 
“Palm Springs Is in the hig league 
of w inter resorts.

visors seemed to sec the justice 
in the request o f the newspapers 
until one of the m ost im posing 
delegations o f rich big-wigs that 
ever sat in the “gim -m e” section 
of the supervisors’ chamber pro­ 
tested. 
H ow ever, 
Supervisors

H orrw orth prefaced his rem arks by 
congratulating speakers on no mention 
of civic pride as a basis for publicity 
cam paigns. He said th at Palm Springs 
has a definite m erchandising problem 
on its heads which he defined as fol­ 
lows : 
"You have to reach a prospective 
custom er two or three thousand miles 
aw ay, get him to come h ere at his 
own expense to buy som ething he can t 
tak e hom e with him. and yet have 
him go home satisfied!" 
He spoke of the fact th a t 70 per 
cent of the population and 87 per cent 
of the w ealth in the U nited S tates was 
on the other side of the M ississippi. 
People m ay leave New York nr Chi­ 
cago with the express determ ination 
of com ing to Palm Springs, and never 
get here, said H orrw orth. 
He stated that governm ents of 35 
different states are now actively so­ 
liciting tourist trade, and 23 of them 
got into the picture in th e last three 
years. 
“C alifornia has a g re ater diversity 
o f attractio n s than any o th e r state,” 
said H orrw orth, “but we do have a 
m erchandising job to do and we m ust 
re c o g n iz e that we must m ake plans to 
go ahead.’
